New York, 2¢ June 1814. 
Tue Honst® James MONROE, 
Secretary of State, 
Sir, 

Having just arrived from Bermuda, where I remained 
six weeks, I deem it a duty I owe to my native Country, to make known to the 
Government some of the views of Admiral Cochrane, against this country. They 
are first, to put Arms into the hands of the Negroes of the Southern States, for 
which purpose there are 25,000, stand now at Bermuda, and many more expected; 
the second is an attack on this City, by land and water; bringing his forces down 
the sound, on which side he has been assured by a Mr. , there are no forti- 
fications (knowing that there ought to be, if there is not, I gave assurances there 
was a very strong fort at Hurl Gate); the third is an attack on Portsmouth, N. H., 
to destroy the vessels building there. 

It is said that the affairs of Holland, together with the expectation that Peace, 
will grow out of the negotiations at Gottenburgh, has for the while, suspended the 
armament of Ships, and troops, intended for the objects I have mentioned, yet he 


has force enough to do much mischief, and I know he has the disposition to do all 
he can 


Having found all Englishmen, to believe that every Federalist, was heart & 
hand in their cause, and throughout France, every Frenchman believing that the 
whole Republican party, from the President down, were devoted to the French 
Government, my politicks being known to be Federal, will account for the free 
manner in which a certain Gentleman, who is in the entire confidence of the 
Admiral, communicated to me his principal points of attack.—I hope they will all 
recoil with disgrace on the assaillants, when attempted 

I must observe that it is generally believed Peace will take place, but I do not 
believe the Admiral disposed to make an Armistice 
have heard that he had been applied for that purpose 

I make to you Sir, this communication in the fullest confidence of secrecy, for 
altho’ my name should be kept out of sight, a publication of the facts, would as 
plainly point out the author, as if my name was affixed thereto.

To Henry DEARBORN? 


/ 
WasHINGTON, 22. April, 1820. 
DEAR SIR 

The arrival of the Spanish Minister and the renewal of a negotiation reminds 
me of a debt I have owed you sometime since, tho, in truth so heavy is the press- 
ure on me, during the Session of Congress, that I am forced to rely on the indul- 
gence of my friends, to pardon my neglect of them. This gentleman has opened 
a communication with Mt. Adams, but as yet we have no grounds on which to con- 
clude that the result will be satisfactory. Our object is to arrange the business 
with him if it can be done, without a sacrifice of the national .rights, interest and 
honor. If it was the intention of his government to make the arrangements, and 
he has the necessary powers, which, in that case he must have, it will be done. 
But I fear that procrastination and evasion are the objects. Should this appear to 
be the fact, on thorough investigation, the subject must again be brought before 
Congress to be disposed of finally by them. Another week will give us such an 
insight into his powers and views, as will dissipate all doubts as to the results. 
Should the business be settled in any manner whatever to put the U States in pos 
session of Florida, especially if it be in accord with the Spanish Minister, it may 
be presumed that Congress will authorise the appointment of Commissioners, for 
the settlement of the claims of individuals on the government of Spain. My object 
will be to take one from the East, one from the middle, anda third from the South- 
ern States. In making a proper selection from the East, I must ask your aid and 
that of some other friends there. Mr". Sullivan is desirous of obtaining the trust, 
and on my own part I should be much gratified to see him employed, provided he 
be supported by the republican party. I became acquainted with him in Europe, 
as you know, and under circumstances which interested me in his favor. Our 
acquaintance has since continued, and been of a very friendly character. He and 
his Lady, as well as her aunt your Lady, are respected and esteemed by my family 
and we wish them well. But his employment must depend on the above mentioned 
circumstance. 

The effort of my whole life has been, in support of the republican cause, and it 
will continue to be the object of my future exertions. But I have known that that 
cause was to be supported by an adherence to certain great principles, which ought 
and would rally around its standard, the great body, if not finally the whole of the 
American people. First we must be true to republican principles, to the sove- 
reignty of the people, in both national and state governments, to the right of elec- 
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tion and responsibility in the public servants, to the electors, that is to the people. 
Second, the dominant party which is now happily the republican, must be mode- 
rate in the exercise of their power, satisfy all those in the opposite ranks, who were 
led astray by misrepresentation or prejudice, that they had been ill advised and 
deceived; and even those who honestly doubted the practicability of the System, 
that their doubts were unfounded. I have always believed that the number of 
those in the ranks of federalism, who were attached to monarchy, was small; 
that they might be counted as individuals only; that the great body of the 
people of the U. States were decidedly republican. And how can this be doubted? 
what freeman, in his senses would be willing to become a slave, or to lose his equal 
right to the highest trust in the community, provided, he had equal merit, and 
that merit was known to and acknowledged by his fellow citizens? to bring all over 
to the same standard, the republican party must be moderate; must shew that it is 
governed by principle; that it looks to the support of acause, that it has no malig- 
nant passions to gratify, no base purposes to promote. If this is done with out 
risk to the cause, as I have hoped and believe that it might be, passion on the 
other side would subside, things would be viewed in their true light, and the good 
sense and integrity of our fellow citizens prevail. 

In coming into this station, I have acted to the best of my judgement, on these 
principles.” The republican party have weathered many storms, they have stood 
firm in the worst of times and triumphed over the greatest difficulties. In the hands 
of this party, that cause is safe. It is just: it is wise, tocherish it. The person in 
this station, therefore, must rest on that party and go with it. He cannot go 
before it, or he exposes himself to dishonorable imputations, and loses the means 
and opportunity of being useful. All that he can do, is to give an example to his 
own party, of his moderation and to shew to them the advantage of it, in support 
of the cause to which they are devoted. Whilethe government in its chief stations, 
in the heads of departments, in its foreign missions and other high trusts of the 
kind, is in the hands of republicans, every thing will be safe. To confide to the 
other party, while it remains such, no trusts at all; to employ its members in no sta- 
tion whatever, however subordinate, would be to persecute and disfranchiseit. By 
pursuing such a course of policy, we form within ourselves two distinct communi- 
ties, hostile to each other; we foment that hostility and perpetuate it. My idea 
therefore is that the progress should be gradual but safe; that it should manifest 
that the door was open to those who wished to enter it on just principles and who 
sustained such characters as entitled them to confidence. 

I have always considered Mr. Sullivan as republican in principle, but having his 
family to provide for by his profession in Boston, as taking no part after his return 
from Europe till the late war, when he opposed the Enemy. If this is the case, the 
employment of him in such a trust might not only be safe, but have a good effect. 
Still it he is to be brought forward, it must be by the support of the republicans, 
that if it be in any respect an act of liberality towards the other party, they might 
have the credit of it. If I brought him forward, without its being known that they 
supported him, they would not only have no credit from it, for a tolerant and lib- 
eral policy, but it would injure them, as well as me, as it might be inferred, that I 
did it against them. The persons whose support ought be obtained, in aid of your 
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own, if you think proper to act in it, you better know than myself. General King 
the republican members of Congress here, Mr, Eustis, M'. Crowninshield &c. edtiy 
to me, as those who ought to aid to give credit and effect to the measure. 

I have written you a long letter on an interesting subject, in which I have endea- 
voured to explain fully my views and the principles on which I have acted in the 
hope of giving the best effect and strongest support to our republican system of 
government. I shall be glad to receive your sentiments on it, knowing well your 
devotion to the same cause. 

Ms. Monroe and my daughters are always happy to hear from M's. Dearborn, 
and to pay all the attention in their power to such of her friends as visit this place. 
They desire their best regards to her. M's. M, much oppressed with the duties of } 
her station, thro’ the long session of Congress, has been seriously indisposed of 
late, but is now better ¢

To SPENCER ROANE. 


WASHINGTON JULY gt" 1821 
DEAR SIR 
I did not receive your kind letter of the 20 of June, until just as I was setting 
out for this place from Loudon, being called here by public duties, and wishing 
also, to be present, on the anniversary of our Independence. Indisposed before 


_I set out, the disease has increased by the journey, so that I have been confined, 


almost exclusively, to my sick room, since I came down. I brought your essays 
with me, with intention to examine them carefully here, but my state of health has 
been scarcely equal to the duties of my office—so that, that satisfaction is reserved 
for another time; for more leisure, at home, whither I propose setting out back 
tomorrow or next day. 

On this subject I will communicate with you, with the freedom which belongs 
to the friendship, which has so long existed between us, and in the only way in 
which I can communicate, if I communicate at all, that is with perfect simplicity 
and candour. You may recollect, that soon after I came into this office, I consid- 
ered it my duty to take my stand against the power of the General Government, in 
regard to Internal Improvements; that I declared, in a message to Congress, that 
I did not think it possessed that power, and that I should be compelled to refuse 
my assent to any bill, founded on that principle. Expecting to be called on to per- 
form that duty, I turned my attention immediately to the subject, with a view to 
be prepared to acquit myself in the best manner in my power to the just claims of 
my country, whenever that call should be made. Proceeding from one step to 
another, I have written much on the subject, and have endeavoured to the utmost 
of my ability, to embrace the general scope of our system. ' Itis possible, that I may 
publish this paper, even while I am in office, believing, that if itdoes no good, that 
it cannot possibly do any harm. In this research I have been guided by principle 
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only, aided by my own experience and observation, and by the lights, which vir- 
tuous & enlightened men have shed on it, having before me, in due tune; what- 
ever the distinguished citizens, whom you have mentioned, have written on it, 
in which are included, every thing that has issued from your pen. 

I do not know, that on every point, I shall concur with any one, but I shall 
advance no opinion on any point, which I shall not give the ground of, so that if 
I am in any instance wrong, it may be easily seen, and shewn. 

If I shall be so fortunate, as to enjoy ashort leisure, in the country, I shall finish 
this paper and soon afterwards I shall decide, in what manner to dispose of it; ae 
to publish it, I will immediately forward to you, a copy; if to retain it, while I 
remain in office, unpublished, I will find an early opportunity of submitting it to 
your inspection, and free remark. 

Standing at this point, & regarding the duty, I may be called on to perform, I 
have thought for the present, that I ought to say nothing on any particular contro- 
versy, which is discussed, before the public. Regarding the office which I hold, I 
have thought it due to my country, if I appeared at all, to appear, when called on 
by some obligation, bearing on that office, such as to reject or approve a law, or 
by a full exposition, founded on general principles, and dictated by asense of duty, 
in consequence of the opinion expressed in the message to which I have referred. 
If I publish this paper, I shall probably do it, before the next meeting of Congress; 
if I do not publish it before that time, and the subject is not acted on in the next 
session, it probably will not be, while I remain in office, so that the restraint now 
imposed on me, will in either event, be of no long continuance.

To JoHN Quincy ADAMS 


DEAR SIR. Oak Hivt, JuLy 27 g545 


I have received your letter of the 25 inst. with the papers noticed, in it. 

Nothing can be more remote from my object, than that you should state, in 
your reply to the French Minister, any thing, either of fact or sentiment, with 
which, your judgement did not accord. I therefore, most readily agree to the 
omission of the passage noted by you, suggested in my letter to you, relating to 
Cap". Edon, as I also do of any intimation that the suppression of the adventurers, 
at Amelia Island, had been approved by the Government of France, or that of 
other powers, According to my recollection, Mt. De®. Neuville had complained of 
the seizure of some French vessels, by cruisers from the Island, with an implica- 
tion, that as it was so near our Coast, and a part of its resources were derived 
from us, (though as he knew, against, and in evasion of, our laws) we ought to be 
responsible for the conduct of the band in possession of it. I think also, that M". 
Bagot made a similar complaint, & hence I inferred, as I never heard, that either 
had objected to the measure that they had approved it. I think, that M™. De, Neu- 
ville proposed the establishment of a cordon of vessels, along our coast, for the 
protection of the commerce of France, with the U. S. founded, principally, on 
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Ppiracies, from that Island. However, I readily conceive that any intimation of the 
kind will be cavilled at, that may be done, with any ground to rest upon. 

My idea is, that the affair of Edon, will be pushed to the utmost extent, pos- 
sibly to produce embarrassment; that it will be likened to a trade with Nice, La 
Passage &c.; that he, having been an officer in the French navy, is incapable of 
fraud; the flag struck &c., are circumstances which will be turned to account, in 
France, as they have been by the Minister, here. The protest of the Captain, & 
his letter to M'. Roth, which I had read before, and have now read, with great 
attention, are calculated to produce an effect of that kind. 

Your views of the difference between a circuitous trade with France through 
Nice, La Passage &c and the trade in which Captain Edon has engaged, is com- 
prehensive & clear, but I suggest it for your consideration, whether you may not 
go into greater detail of discrimination, with advantage. The circuitous trade, 
through Nice to Marseilles, though the duties on the direct trade may be avoided, 
is not an act of smuggling. A trade to the Havannah, and thence to the U. States, 
is not smuggling, nor do I presume, that a fair trade to St. Augustine—landing & 
entering the goods there, and sending them, thence, to the U. States (as I presume, 
in another vessel) would be viewed in that light. It is the pretended entry, there, 
& then entering a river, under our jurisdiction, & proceeding to a spot beyond it, 
where there was no town, no port, no settlement, & from whence there could be 
no trade, except with us, nor with us, except by an evasion of our laws,—which 
made it smuggling, & subjected the party to seizure, under them, From Nice & 
La Passage, one may trade elsewhere, which it was impossible to do from S*‘. 
Joseph’s. I merely suggest this, for your consideration, & without a distinct 
recollection of the contents, in this respect, of your paper. 

In favor of Captain Edon, I wish you to admit nothing that you think im- 
proper. My impression, in regard to the whole affair, is, as already stated, that 
the occurrence is very interesting, by its effect here, as well as in France, and we 
ought to be on our guard to take no step, which may furnish any, the slightest pretext 
to any who may be so disposed, to say in the event of disagreeable consequences, 
that if we had not done Ais, these consequences would not have ensued. I do not 
wish, in pursuing this course, to omit any fact, or any comment, material to our 


cause.

To Lorp HOLLAND. 


WASHINGTON, APRIL 24, 1823 


I transmitted lately to M". Rush a copy of our State papers, to be presented to 
you, as a[n] acknowledgment on my part, in return for your kind attention to me, 
that the interesting relation which existed between us, while I was in England, had 
not been forgotten. You will find among those papers, a copy of the treaty, which 
we signd, and of all the documents relating to that transaction, including the cor- 
respondence between the ministers of the two gov*., with that of those of the U. 
States with their own government, on the subject. You will also find, a copy of a 
letter from me, to the Secretary of State, written after my return home bearing 
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date on the 288, of Feby 1808. in which I communicated more at large my own 
particular views respecting it. I have thought that these documents would not be 
uninteresting to you, as they give a faithful sketch of the mov’ment ofa free people, 
in their foreign relations, for more than 30 years, and at a very important epoch. 
Wherever I had occasion to advert to the late M‘. Fox, your uncle, I have not failed 
to bear testimony to his high merit, and to his fixd attachment & devotion to the 
cause of liberty in every country. : 

Europe is again menaced with a war, founded on the principles of that against 
the French revolution, that is, with a war which puts at issue the question, whether 
the people derive their rights from their rulers, or their rulers from them. The 
speech of the king of France, very distinctly & explicitly maintains the 1‘. position, 
with a right, in the reigning family of one nation, to make war on another, in its 
support. Before this I presume that the armies of France have enterd Spain, on 
that principle, unless the attitude which may have been assum’d by G. B., or cer- 
tain interior indications, may have prevented it. I have no doubt that G. B. may 
prevent it, if she acts with decision & firmness, nor have I that the attempt, even 
should it fail, would place her in the sequel, on that high ground in favor of human 
rights, and their improv’ment throughout civilized Europe, to which she ought to 
aspire, but likewise be the wisest course she could pursue, to preserve the British 
constitution, in the great outline in its present form. Our distance makes us less 
an object for legitimate pursuit, but we do not mean to rely on it alone. The U. 
States will, 1 think, assume such an attitude for defensive or offensive operations 
should either be necessary, as will afford themample security, against any unlawful 
attempt on them. 

It always affords to M's, Monroe & myself great pleasure to hear from you & 
Lady Holland, and of your good health, & of whatever else is interesting to you 
both and to your family. Beso kind as to present our very respectful regards to 
her. Assure Mr’. Allen also of my very friendly recollections of him. I have 
troubled you with many letters in favor of my young acquaintance, from different 
States, for which you have not indemnified yourself in a single instance. The fact 
is, it has become known that a friendly feeling exists between us, & hence it is 
difficult for me to resist their applications. 


To Futwar SKIPWITH.

DEAR SIR 

Your letter of May 14, last, affected me very sensibly, as it called to my recol- 
lection many interesting occurrences of my past life, while you were present, & to 
which you were a party, and communicated many details important to yourself, at 
this time. That I have not written to you often, has not proceeded from a want of 
regard for you. My duties, since I came here, in the several offices which I have 
held, including the present one, have been very burdensome, __I have seldom written 
to my friends; indeed that kind of correspondence, which, of all, is the most grati- 
fying, I have been forced to discontinue. My public duties have absorbed so com- 
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pletely my whole time and labours, that I have scarcely had a moment to attend to 
my private concerns, on which the well being of my family, so essentially depends, 
especially should I be taken from them. They have been neglected & in conse- 
quence I have suffered a remark which may carry back to the time that we sail’d 
_ for France together in 1794. 

On my return in 1797, I sold my military claim of 5,000 acres, part in Ohio, 
opposite Limestone, the other half in Kentucky, & also 1000 acres of land in 
Loudon held jointly with my relative Judge Jones, to defray my expenses, the 
time I remained in France after removed from office and back to the United States 
when I obtained a passage from Bordeaux. On my second mission, my agent, 
Col. James Lewis, sold my tract of 950 acres of land, on which the university now 
stands, while I was at Madrid, for $5. the acre, and which now sells, from 50 to 
too. I believe it was the most that he could then get, tho had I not gone, I might, 
I think, have avoided the sale. When I left the U. States in 1794, I held all the 
property with that above mentioned, which I now hold, with little exception added 
since, and did not then owe $5,000. Had I remained at the bar, & made the exer- 
tions which I have made in another, but sacred cause, what would have been the 
effect? You can well judge. My expenses and those of my family, have always 
been very moderate, as much so as possible, regarding the stations I held. In 
every place that I have held, preceding the present, my compensation has been 
inadequate, and in this-the saving that I have been able to make, has done little 
more than meet the interest arising on the debts thus contracted and for the sup- 
port of two estates, one in Albemarle & the other in Loudon, which instead of fur- 
nishing a handsome profit, have proved a heavy charge to me. The result will be, 
that the estate in Albemarle, will certainly be swept from me, with the slaves &c, 
attached to it, and the most that I can hope for, will be to retain that in Loudon, 
as a retreat & home for my family in our declining years. For my youngest 
daughter who, was an infant at your house at Marley, I have done nothing. She 
has married her cousin Sam!, L. Gouverneur & settled at New York. He is an high 
minded & estimable young man, well educated at the bar, & likely to rise in his 
profession. The other, M's. Hay, I gave a small tract of land on Chichihominy, 
8 miles from Richmond, which I bought, the greater part for a trifle, when in the 
government at Richmond, before my last mission, with intention then to resume 
the practice of the law. It would not sell for much now. 

It was with a hope of keeping my slaves together, who having been long in our 
possession, have grown up in families, many of them, and of making a profit from 
their labour, that I entertained thoughts of sending them to the waters of the 
Mississippi, in Louisiana. But your letter discourages me from that project, and 
it appears to be so well supported by facts & judicious reasoning that I rather think 
that I should lose than gain by it. Such is the pressure on me, by those to whom 
I am indebted, being Banks, in great distress themselves, that I have advertized 
my lands in Albemarle for sale, by private contract, by applying directly to myself, 
on the presumption that before I leave this office, I may dispose of them to advan- 
tage. Of the slaves I have said nothing, intending in case I sell the lands advan- 
tageously, to dispose of them in the country, to the persons to whom they are 
willing to belong. I am now treating for the sale of it with M*. Goodwyn, near 
Petersburgh, a son of the late member of Congress from that district. The whole 
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effort of my life, devoted to that object, has been bestowed on that estate, which 
is one of the best in Virginia, of good quality for tobacco, wheat, corn, &c, in an 
excellent neighborhood, in a healthy country, near the university, within 3% miles 
of navigable water &c. We have made many improvements on it, and I am very 
much attached to it, as ] am to the neighborhood & country. But the estate in 
Loudon, altho’ I have built a good house on it, for our summer accomodation 
while here, will not sell for as much money as will pay my debts, if indeed that in 
Albemarle will, altho’ worth fully one third more. I am very sensible of your 
kind offer of a tract purchased by you, near St. Helena Court House of 1.000 acres, 
and should most willingly accept it, on the terms mentioned, but for the reasons 
stated, and particularly from a fear, that by the decline of the price of produce in 
that country & of slaves, I should make nothing by it; as also from the considera- 
tion that I have offered my lands for sale, and had better keep them there, in the 
expectation of disposing of them, to their own satisfaction, at the same time. 
When I go to Albemarle, I shall be happy to see your son with General Cocke, 
should he call on me, & if in Charlottesville, I will send for him. How would you 
like him to be placed, at West Point. The Academy enjoys the highest reputation 


' & merits it. The greater part of the expense is borne by the government and he 


is taught almost every branch of science. If so disposed, write a letter to the 
Secretary of War, stating his age, acquirements &c, and get Judge Johnson to do 
the same, or Governor Robertson to do it. Louisiana has not I think her propor- 
tion, which will strengthen the claim. He cannot be admitted untill June next & 
he must be in his minority, & the younger the better. Pursuing this course & in- 
timating it to me, I will attend to it. 

If you wish the P. Office at New Orleans, intimate it to the Post Master General, 
referring him to me for your character. By the law, he makes the appointments, 
but in important cases he consults me. Get the Judge to address a like letter to 
the P. M. Gen!. with such other support as you think fit from the city. I should 
prefer however that it corresponded with your views, to settle in Virginia, and 
after I retire, that you would pass much of your time with me & my family. The 
details which you give me of a private nature, are very interesting to me. Weare 
all doomed to severe trials in this life and even those who are happiest do not 
escape much affliction. My family, who have been always with me in every situa- 
tion in which I have been placed, abroad & at home, have been & are my greatest 
consolation. They will, all of them submit most cheerfully to any lot, to which 
my circumstances may subject me, in any the most unfavorable result. My afflic- 
tions here proceeded from the hard rubs which I have received in public life, at 
different periods & in some instances in this station, and from a fear that I may 
not be able, in retiring from it, to make my wife as comfortable & make such pro- 
vision for my children, as I and they had reason to expect. I shall however do 
every thing in my power for them. 

In looking back to my public career, many incidents occur, with which you were 
well acquainted, tho’ it is possible in your pursuits since, through such a lapse of 
time, they or some of them, may have escaped your recollection. You will I presume 
remember the difficulty I experienced, on my arrival in Paris, to obtain my recog- 
nition of the Com: of public safety, & the cause, owing to a jealousy of Mr’, Jays 
mission to England and of mine to Paris. Of my motive, thence arising for 
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addressing the convention itself & seizing the opportunity of communicating the 
resolutions of both houses of Congress & of the Executive, expressive of the inter- 
est which they took in the French revolution, to put down all suspicion in the 
french government on that point & bring the two governments closely together. 
You were then with me & will I think, recollect, that in leaving the house & walk- 
ing along the Carousal, on our way home, I observed to you, that considerating 
the state of parties at home, I should not be surprised, if the communication of 
those documents, notwithstanding the urgency of the motive, should produce my 
recall. You were acquainted with my injunction on Mt. Payne after obtain- 
ing his release from prison, when he had written an unfriendly letter to Gen’. 
Washington & committed it to the Consul de la Tombi, to recall it from Roche- 
fort, where the consul had arrived, on his way to the United States, & his compli- 
ance therewith; and you cannot well have forgotten when Mr, Paine, after leaving 
my house & gfoling to Turin[?] had engaged in writing another letter to the 
General, my exertion first through you, then through M‘. Vauhan & then though 
Doctor Edwards, to divert him from it, by assuring him that I should consider it 
the best & a very ample return for the services which I had rendered & kindness 
towards him, if he would desist from and his refusal to accomodate me. 

The state of the negotiation on my arrival in Paris in 1803, or rather of the 
correspondence, for it seemed rather to merit that name, between Mr". Living- 
ston & Mr’. Talleyrand, was known to you. We dined together, with him, with 
my family, including Col. Mercer, the day after, when M'. Marbois, entered, while 
we were at the table, and you will recollect, after his having had an interview with 
Mr’. Marbois, that evening, in which Mt. Marbois informed him, that the first con- 
sul had decided, on the sunday preceding, the day after he heard of my arrival at 
Havre, that he would cede the whole Province, in the negotiation about to be 
opened, & being a treasury affair, would commit the negotiation to him, you will, 
I say, recollect how much M’. Livingston was affected by the communication, and 
how deeply he regretted my arrival, as stated by him, according to recollection, in 
his conversation with you, immediately afterwards. Whether any negotiation 
would have taken place, or any cession have been made, had not some special 
minister arrived to press it, must be matter of conjecture. No person had a better 
opportunity of forming a correct opinion on this point than you, in consideration 
of your long residence in France, and thorough knowledge of our relations with 
that country, through the changes that had taken place in both. No person also 
can judge better than you, whether my appointment had any effect in consideration 
of my well known attachment to the French revolution & recall & censure, to 
which I was subjected, in producing the result. 

M:. Nancrede a French officer, in our revolution, has recently communicated to 
me an occurrence, which took place between him & Gen!, Armstrong, relative to the 
negotiation with which I was entrusted, with the Spanish government, for Florida, 
Texas &c, with which he says he informed you at the time. He thinks that I was 
then at Paris, in which case, it must have been as I returned from Madrid, in the 
expectation of resuming the negotiation with the French government. He had 
been known to Gen!. Armstrong in our revolutionary war, on which account he 
says the General intimated to him, a desire to purchase of the Prince of peace, the 
province of Texas, and to employ him M:. Nancrede as the agent stating that the 
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purchase should be made in favor of M*. Parker, Mr. Cazinove some other third 
person whom he did not recollect & he M‘. Nancrede, as the fourth. The General 
he says spoke highly of the value of the territory, the security of the Prince’s 
title, and of the immense profit to be made by it. He assured him, that he 
would insure him admission to the prince, which he alone could do, & that if he 
would immediately embark in the undertaking, he had no doubt of success. He 
said he had two objects in it, the one; profit; the other to defeat a man whom he 
hated, & who was in town. He asked him who that man was. He replied that 
it was me. Mr. Nancrede says that having formed a favorable opinion of my 
integrity & zeal in the service of my country, he was shocked at the proposal, & 
suppressing his feelings, withdrew and went immediately in pursuit of you, first, 
to your house, then to Morley, & thence back to your house, with intention to 
communicate it to you, but not finding you at either place, he left word with your 
lady expressing a desire that you would dine with him next day. You called ~ 
on him that night, when he informed you of the occurrence & of which you 
expressed your utmost abhorrence, advising him to have nothing to do with it, 
which advice he followed, & he has never spoken with General Armstrong since. 
He says that you and M', Le Grange dined with him next day, between whom, 
the affair was freely discussed and spoken of in the sense above expressed. Mr’. 
Nancrede is of opinion that the prince of peace was there at Marseilles with the 
King, but if so, the conversation between him & Gen!. Armstrong must have 
occurred after my return to England from. Spain through Paris. I left them in 
Madrid when I left Spain, on the termination of the negotiation. You will prob- 
ably recollect all the circumstances of the case much better than he, being 
acquainted as you were, with the general movement and position of all the par- 
ties, in every stage of that negotiation. 

General Armstrong has lately made aclaim on the government, for his services, 
in settling the claims of all our citizens on the French government, provided for 
by the treaty of Louisiana, which were not settled by the Commiss®, at the end of 
the year, within which it was stipulated, they should be adjusted. He says that 
the French government was averse to the delay & the commissioners not desirous 
of having the time of their service prolonged, and hence the whole business devolved 
on him, with the duties of the three commissioners, their Clerk, the agent &c. 
That when the commission terminated, only 8 claims had been settled & that he 
settled all the rest, which were many hundred. For this he claims as a moderate 
reward $4500. He sets up also another claim, for services as a commissioner, joint 
with M". Bowdoin, to treat at Paris, under the auspices of the Emperor, with a 
minister of Spain for Florida &c, and for which he asks other $4500. These claims 
according to the rules of the accounting departments, were submitted to me, I 
decided that neither of them fell within my cognizance & that it belonged exclu- 
sively to Congress to determine them. Whether he will carry them there, I know 
not, J examined while I had the subject under consideration, the report of the 
board of commissioners, made at the expiration of their services, which gives a 
very different view of the whole transaction, from that presented by Gen!, Arm- 
strong’s letters. It plainly imputes improper views and conduct, in M, Livingston, 
in regard to all the claims in which any agency of his was unauthorized by the 
treaty & implies the same as to his successors, in terminating the commission, & 
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The state in which I found the important concerns intrusted to me, with Spain, 
on my return from England to Paris in 1804, on my route to Madrid, you will I 
presume recollect. In passing through Paris, the object was, to obtain the aid, 
which had been pledged by the French government in the negotiation for Louisi- 
ana & promised to me at St. Cloud, by the first Consul, just before my departure 
for. England in 1803, in the negotiation, which I was about to enter on, at Madrid 
with Mr‘. Pinkney. Mr", Livingston had nothing to do in the affair, but assist, as 
mere matter of form in procuring the aid demanded. “He knew, that I could give 
put $2,000,000 only, & that they must be paid to our citizens for Spanish spoila- 
tions, for East Florida. He had nevertheless interfered in the whole business, 
and as I had reason to believe, encourage the hope in the French government 
of getting $12,000,000 or even 14, which tho’ to be nominally secured to Spain, 
would come to France. This interference could not fail to produce a very bad 
effect. To obviate it, I addressed a letter to Talleyrand, reminding him of the 
pledge of his government, and intimating that war would probably be the conse- 
quence of the failure-of the negotiation at Madrid, which letter he would not 
answer, while I remained at Paris, and answered, in an equivocal manner, after my 
departure from it. It was impossible to prevail on either government to accept 
$2,000,000, not one cent of which they would get, instead of 12 or 14, unless I 
could make them believe, that the latter prospect was desperate & that in pursu- 
ing it, war would ensue & the territory be wrested from them; my whole effort, 
therefore, was directed to that object, in which I could not hope for success, unless 
our minister at Paris, cooperated, by his endeavours, to make the same impression. 
On the departure of M*. Livingston, the business fell into the hands of General 
Armstrong, and if he was capable, of the design imputed to him, by M". Nancrede, 
the cause to which the failure of the negotiation, was fairly to be imputed, is ex- 
plained at once. If instead of threatening war in his conferrences with Talleyrand, 
he had intimated, that in case the negotiation at Madrid should fail, the affair 
might still be adjusted at Paris, between them, the death blow to the business at 
Madrid, would be given at once. 

In looking towards the termination of my public service, which approaches, 
my mind, naturally reviews these important occurrences, with deep interest. 
Justice to our country, seems to require, and especially after I am gone, that they 
should appear in their true light; and having little to give to my children in point 
of property, Iam the more desirous of leaving in their possession, the evidences 
of my zeal in the service of my country, and of upright conduct. You are acquainted 
with most of these transactions, and can state, at your leisure what you recollect 
of them. Ihave long intended to write you respecting them, but never had leisure 
for it before. From our friend, Col. Mercer, I obtained a statement, of what 
occurred, within his term. Heis no more, A more honest man never lived.
